THE MANCHESTER MARKET. 

MANCHESTER, June 9.—Business in this 
market has been hindered by the advance 
in cotton and the hardening conditjons that 
have accompanied it. Merchants are not 
willing to continue buying until they have 
seen how far the Eastern markets will re- 
spond. Opinions are divided regarding the 
advance which cotton has maintained. For 
the most part, it is regarded as specula- 
tive and brought about with a view to 
aunenet the bears. On this view of it, the 
o vance is expected to be of but short dura- 
tion 

A fair number of orders were executed 
last week for India and China, and there 
was some miscellaneous South American 
inquiry. Home buyers did not put for- 
ward much new bdsiness. 

There was rather more sngairy for yarns, 
although sellers found difficulty in ob- 
taining an advance. Last week's actual 
business was not large. 


LOW RATES STILL PREVAIL 


Stock Market Burdeped from the Fact 
that the Selling Exceeds the Buy- 
ing—A Possible Revival in Amer- 


ican Railroad Securities.

LONDON, June 9.—We have got the 
bank rate down and the market has now 
steadied somewhat. The efforts made 
toward the end of last week by the East- 
ern banks to sell their bills under 3 per 
cent. were unsuccessful, and the brokers 
struggled for 3% per cent., sometimes 
getting it. The actual rate is weak at 3 
per cent. and-credit floods the market, 
thanks to the enormous expenditure of 
the Treasury, which is now proceeding at 
a volume considerably in excess of £200,- 
000,000 per annum. On Friday, for ex- 
ample, more than £1,500,000 was dis- 
bursed and so overpowered the market 
that considerable balances remained un- 
loaned over night, while weekly loans 
sank to 2 and 2% per cent. 


As long as this abundance continues It 
is useless to look for real firmness in the 
discount market, and yet nobody is at 
ease in mind about the future. Low 
rates may continue throughout this week, 
but early in the following comes an in- 
stallment upon the new consols, and 
again the market will be compelled to go 
to the Bank of England for help. 

Usually when money comes down the 
stock markets go up. They have not 
done so in the present instance, which 
the previous weakness has, if anything, 
accentuated. Consols still dwindle and 
drag other first-class securities down 
with them. Stock fell 4 on Friday, and 
on Saturday lost another \. 

What does this mean’ It means that 
business has become restricted to an 
extraordinary extent; also, it means that 
the weak holders of both old and new 
consols cannot stand the rates of interest 
charged in the market for carrying their 
bargains. 

Although money rates have been fall- 
ing for weeks, it cost from 4% to 5 per 
cent. to-carry until the July settlement 
the majority of speculative purchases in

new consols. Rates like these force the 
stock out of weak hands, and buyers do 
not come forward on a falling market. 

Members of the Stock Exchange as- 
sure me that there is a steady stream of 
minute investments, not merely in Gov- 
ernment stock, but in railroad privileged 
stocks, which flows almost with the 
usual volume. A large mass, however, of 
all these stocks continues to come upon 
the market from banks, insurance of- 
fices, and large holders of every descrip- 
tion. It follows that the quantities 
bought fall far short of the quantities 
sold, and the burden upon the market, 
therefore, continues to increase. 

No substantial recovery in prices can 
in these circumstances occur, and I look 
for a considerably lower range within the 
next few months. To add to our diffi- 
culties demands for additional capital by 
municipalities, Pailroad corporations, and 
joint stock enterprises of all kinds con- 
tinue urgent, and meet with but scanty 
response. 

There is plenty of money, but its pos- 
sessors are shy at parting with it. What 
is to be the outcome of all this I am 
afraid to try to forecast, but the very 
calmness, not only in our market, but in 
all European markets, has a disquieting 
element in it that no sensible man can 
overlook. 

I hear the same accounts of the French 
and German markets that I give you of 
our own. Enterprise stagnates, prices of 
old securities dwindle, and money finds 
poor employment. 

Anxiety still abides with us about spec- 
ulation in your railroad securities. If 
the Stock Exchange settlement begin- 
ning to-morrow passes off without mis- 
hap and without further suspension of 
the buying-in rule the speculators’ ener- 
gies may revive and business somewhat 
improve, but until we know we shall do 
nothing. All I hear leads me to think 
that the settlement will finish without 
disturbance to credit, but a far greater 
number of small speculators throughout 
the kingdom have suffered through the 
spasm of a month ago in your market 
than was at first calculated upon, 

I told you recently that our fron trade 
was reviving, It is only a flutter. Either 
the ironmasters have been disappointed 
in the number of new orders coming for- 
ward or they took these orders as a sign 
of a larger winning business than they 
now offer. Whatever the reason is, they 
have begun to grumble again, and our 
trade reports still testify to a dragging 
trade.
